The  Rural  Gouncil  own  two  sup-olies  namely  at  Oharmouth 
and  Punchnowle  and  the  following  piped  water  supplies  ere 
privately  owned.

The  latter  is  the  largest  supolier  in  the  District.  Their 
Statutory  Area  in  addition  to  Bridport  Borough,  comprises  the 
parishes  of  Aldington  Without,  Bothenhampton,  Bradpole,  Burton 
Bradstock,  Ghilcombe,  Litton  Cheney,  Lodera,  Sliipton  Gorge,  Swyre 
and  Sinnondsbury ; but  at  present  the  Company  only  supplies 
Bothenhampton,  Bradpole,  Burton  Bradstock,  Ghilcombe  and  parts  of 
Litton  Cheney,  Symondsbury  a.nd  Allington,  Their  Act  empowers  them 
to  take  a maximum  of  320,000  gaJlons  per  day  from  the  springs  at 
Litton  Cheney,  but  at  times  these  springs  do  not  yield  this  amount. 
The  higher  part  of  Litton  Cheney  has  no  piped  water  and  has  to 
depend  upon  sources  which  are  very  unsat  is  fact  oiu/^  in  quality. 

i 

Gharmouth  village,  with  a popula^tion  of  800  and  a summer 
popula.tion  of  a.pprox,  2,000,  has  a daily  consumption  of  56,0'00 
gallons  and  a storage  capacity  of  40,000  gallons  with  4 miles  of 
mains.  The  sources  arc  various,  mostly  shallow,  a.nd  arc  situated 
in  the  Hogchcstcr  Hill  area.  The  water  is  treated  by  storage, 
filtration  and  chlorina.ti on,  and  is  supplied  by  gravity.  An 
extension  of  the  main  along  Barr  La.ne  was  completed  during  the  year 
and  a scheme  for  the  provision  of  a booster  plant  to  assist  in 
filling  the  reservoir  at  night  ?jas  turned  down  by  the  Gharmouth 
Parish  Council,  wnich  acts  as  Agents  for  the  RuraR  Council, 

The  villagers  of  Puncknowle,  population  lOQ,  have  to  carry 
their  water  in  buckets  from  one  point  where  7,^00  ga„llons  a.re 
continuously  running  out  every  24  hours.  The  source  is  on 
Tulk's  Hill,  There  is  no  storage  accomc'odation  and  no  mains  have 
been  laid  in  the  village.  A scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Hea.lt h for  using  the  existing  spring  with  a.n  average 
daily  yield  of  8,5CC  gallons,  and  the  construction  on  Tulk's  Hill, 
of  a storage  reservoir  of  60,000  gallon  ca^pa.city  and  the  laying  of 
3"  diameter  asbestos  mains  through  the  villages  of  Puncknowle, 

Swyre  and  'West  Hexing  ton  with  a combined  population  of  7>00, 


At  Chideock  where  there  is  a piped  supply  of  13,000  gallons 
daily,  the  Fiural  Council  ha.ve  commenced  investigation  with  a view 
to  taking  over  the  existing  supply  from  the  Chideock  Water  Works 
Go,  Ltd,  , raid  providing  additional  sources  from  the  Hell  Farm  area. 

At  Morcornbelakc,  there  is  a.  small  reservoir  supplying  the 
Council  Huts  and  a few  surrounding  properties.  This  water  is  not 
satisfactory  in  quality.

there  is  a sma.l!  piped  suppler  of  1,000  gallons 
capacifeiL  of  2,000  gallons  with  a.  qua.rtcr  mile  of 
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The  hamlet  of  Fishponds  is  supplied  from  springs  which 
arc  collected  in  a small  reservoir  of  625  gallons  capacity 
and  piped  to  a roadside  stand-pipe, 

46  samples  were  taken  for  hact eriological  analyses  during 
the  year,  1 from  a piped  supoly,  22  from  springs,  19  from  wells, 

1 from  a borehole  and  3 from  a dipning  pool.  Of  these,  19  were 
satisfactory,  10  suspicious  and  I7  unsatisfactory, 

3oth  the  3ridport  Water  Works  Co,  supply  and  Gliarmouth 
supoly  arc  continuously  chlorinated. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year 
regarding  the  comprehensive  scheme  to  supply  the  whole  area 
mentioned  in  former  reports.  The  West  Dorset  Joint  Provisional 
Water  Committee  representing  3ridport  Borough  and  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Bridport  and  3caminster  were  asked  by  the  Bridoort 
Borough  Water  Sub-Committee  to  obtain  from  the  Bridport  Water 
Worics  Company  a price  at  which  they  would  sell  the  Undertaking, 
and  the  County/’  Council  were  asked  to  indicate  their  intentions 
in  this  matter.  In  February  the  County  Council  adopted  the 
report  of  its  Public  Health  Committee,  that  the  Bridport  Water 
Works  Compe,ny  be  asked  to  agree  to  a valuation  of  their  Und.cr- 
taking  being  mtade,  and  failing  agreement  to  this  course  the 
Kinister  of  Health  be  approached  with  a,  view  to  ensuring  the 
e,cauisition  of  this  Undertaking  without  further  delay.  In  June 
the  Ministry  of  HceJth  wrote  saying  that  the  Minister  was 
concerned  a.bout  the  lack  of  progress  made  by  the  Joint  Committee 
in  furthering  the  proposal  to  set  up  a Joint  Water  Board  for 
the  area,  and  again  suggested  a meeting  at  the  office  of  the 
Ministry,  In  July,  representatives  from  the  three  Councils 
visited  the  *'-inistry  of  Health  to  discuss  the  proposed  water 
scheme  for  West  Dorset.  In  September  the  Bridport  Town  Council 
decided  to  withdraw  from  the  Vifest  Dorset  Joint  Provisional 
Water  Committee  and  approached  the  Bridport  R, D.C.  to  form  a 
Joint  Wg^tcr  Committee  or  Board  with  a view  to  taking  over  the 
Bridport  Water  Works  Co.,  and  in  October,  the  Bridport  Rural 
District  Council  resolved  to  leave  the  West  Dorset  Joint  Water 
Committee,  and  agreed  to  form  a Joint  Water  Boa.rd  with  Bridport 
Town  Council  with  the  object  of  acquiring  and  co-ordinating  the 
Water  Undertakings  in  the  two  districts, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

As  stated  in  former  reports,  the  drainage  in  the  district  is 
very  unsatisfa.ctory . Apart  from  those  areas  immediately  adjacent 

to  Bridport  Borough  and  a few  Council  houses  which  have  septic 
tanks,  the  remainder  of  the  villp„gcs  on  a water  carriage  system, 
discharge  crude  sewage  into  the  nearest  water  courses,  with  the 
result  that  the  latter  are  very  grossly  polluted.  This  is 
especially  so  at  Charmouth,  Chideock,  Bradpole  and  Burton  Brads tock. 

The  ef'RLuent  sewer  at  the  rear  of  East  Road,  Bradpole,  is 
unsatisfactory,  and  plans  for  the  provision  of  a proper  6"  diameter 
sewer  have  been  made  and  the  scheme  and  tenders  for  this  work  been 
a.pproved.  Plans  have  been  produced  for  a new  6"  diameter  sevircr 
to  serve  Mount  Joy  Estate,  Bothenhajnpton,  and  a.pprovcd,  and  tenders 
are  to  be  invited  in  1949.  Sewer  maintenance  is  regularly  carried 
out  to  the  Council's  sewers  in  Bradpole,  Bothenhampton  and  Charmouth, 
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PUBLIC  GLUANSING. 


A montlil];’  collection  of  indcst ructiblo  refuse  is  made 
from  a.ll  parishes  and  is  dumped  into  old  Quarries  near 
Burton  Bradstoch,  Litton  Cheney,  Gharmouth  cand  Bennett's 
Hill,  Burton  Brads toch.  The  latter  will  be  the  main  dump 
for  the  district.  There  is  a monthly  collection  of  steel, 
iron,  all  other  metals,  bottles  and  paocr  which  arc  stored 
under  cover  at  Bradpole  until  collected  by  the  interested 
firms.  The  Council  own  their  own  lorry,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
a further  lorry  will  be  purchased.  Three  men  care  cmoloyed  in 
collection  and  disposcal.
